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Good Samaritan’ 
attacked by gang 


A YOUNG man was 
attacked by a gang of 
youths on Christmas 
Day - after trying to 
help another one of 
their victims. 

William Wright, 21, 
has spoken to the 
Weekly News about the 
“shocking”, unprovoked 
attack which happened 
in Haverhill. 

Mr Wright, of Teasel Close, 
was walking home at around 
10.30pm having visited 
friends for drinks earlier that 
evening. 

While walking by the park 
in Queensway he spotted a 
group of youths hurling a 
large snowman Christmas 
decoration over a woman’s 
fence. 

The woman then came out 
of her house to see what was 
going on and Mr Wright went 
over to help her retrieve the 
3ft decoration. 

But things turned nasty 
after the youths saw him 
coming to the woman’s aid. 

Mr Wright, who works at 
the McDonalds restaurant in 
Whittlesford, said: “As the 
woman opened her gate to get 
the decoration back her little 
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black puppy got out. 

“So as well as trying to get 
the decoration for her, I also 
helped her get the dog back 
and picked it up for her. 

“It must have been the 
combination of both that 
offended them.” 

After Mr Wright had helped 
the woman, he continued to 
walk home, but four youths 
started to follow him, 
shouting abuse and 
threatening him. 

They then assaulted him 
and hit his head with a bottle. 

Mr Wright managed to 
push past them and ran off 
towards Vetch Walk but 
suffered a cut head. 

He said: “It all happened for 
no apparent reason. 

“It wasn’t really scary as 
such, it was just shocking. 

“It’s just awful to think there 
are people out there who are 
willing to do something so 
violent just because I helped 
the woman out.” 

Suffolk police are urging 
anyone with any information 
to come forward. 

The first youth is described 
as white, in his mid teens, 
around 5ft 9ins tall, of slim 
build with short black spiked 


hair and was wearing a black 
weatherproof jacket. 

The second youth is 
described as white, in his mid 
teens, around 5ft 8ins tall, of 
slim build with short black 
hair and was wearing a black 
jacket and a grey hooded top. 

The third youth is described 
as white, around 6ft tall and 
was wearing a black woollen 
hat, a white jacket with stripes 
and a purple scarf. 

The fourth youth is 
described as white, in his mid 
teens, between 5ft 4ins and 5ft 
6ins tall, of slim build and was 
wearing a blue woollen hat 
and a blue jacket. 

Two girls were also seen 
nearby and police want to 
speak to them as they may 
hold information which could 
help the investigation. 

The first is described as 
white, in her mid teens, 
between 5ft 4ins and 5ft 6ins 
tall, of slim build with long 
black hair and was wearing a 
knee length coat and a purple 
scarf. 

The second is described as 
white, in her mid teens and of 
slim build.

Cllr Lisa Cham¬ 
bers, Suffolk County 
Council’s portfolio 
holder for waste, 
said: “There is a 
need for us all to do 
more to reduce, re¬ 
use and recycle our 
own waste, as we are 
not only running out 
of space in landfill 
sites, but we also 
accept this is not an 
environmentally 
friendly way of deal¬ 
ing with our waste.

Foopaths left icy 
anger residents 


COUNCIL chiefs are being 
blasted for failing to grit 
pedestrianised areas 
across Suffolk. 

Outrage has hit the streets of 
Haverhill and its surrounding 
villages after Suffolk County 
Council gritted the region’s roads 
but failed to do the same on 
footpaths and shopping areas. 

People were left slipping and 
sliding across the town centre as 
thick ice built up on surfaces. 

High Street, Chalkstone Way 
and Swan Lane, to name just a 
few, were all left without grit, 
leaving them in “lethal” 
conditions, according to 
residents and shoppers. 

A 70-year-old man even 
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slipped over and cracked his 
head open on a pavement. 

Emergency services were 
called to Hanchet End at 8.45am 
on Christmas Eve after the 
pensioner slipped on the icy 
pavement and into the road. 

The man cracked his head 
open on the kerb and blood 
could be seen in the ice. 

He was taken by ambulance to 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital, 
Cambridge, for treatment. 

An East of England Ambulance 
Service spokeswoman said: “The 
man was breathing and 
conscious but did crack his head 


open. 

“His injuries were minor.” 

A furious resident, who did not 
want to be named, contacted the 
Weekly News after witnessing the 
incident. 

The woman, of Hanchet End, 
said: “It is absolutely terrible. 

“This man could have died 
with a blow to the head like that. 

“The paths and walkways all 
over the town are in such a bad 
state because the council has 
failed to grit them.” 

Footpaths in Kedington, 
Withersfield and the majority of 
villages were also ignored. 

A resident of Silver Street, 
Withersfield, said: “The council 
claims to care for its residents yet 
there we are with not a safe 


walkway in sight to walk on. 

“It is beyond a joke that 
nowhere was gritted and I 
wouldn’t be surprised if there 
were elderly residents slipping all 
over the place.” 

A Suffolk County Council 
spokeswoman said: “Suffolk 
County Council are continuing to 
work with the district and 
borough councils in keeping 
Suffolk moving during these 
extreme weather conditions. 

“Gritters have been working 
around the clock to keep main 
routes and priority roads 
running. 

“We have over the past few 
days been able to get out to 
footways and pathways in the 
main shopping areas.”

Swine flu

And in the New Year, doctor 
practices will be contacting 
families to make them aware 
of the vaccinations. 

The major exercise follows 
an agreement between NHS 
Suffolk and the local medical 
committee. 

Dr Brian Keeble, NHS 
Suffolk’s flu director, said: 
“Swine flu has had less public 
attention recently but it is still 
a major threat to public health. 

“We don’t know whether it 
will continue to reduce in 
numbers of people affected or 
not. 

“Young children are still very 
much at risk and when they 
are infected some suffer 
severely, so this vaccination 
programme for the under fives 
is very important. 

“Having your child 
vaccinated greatly improves 
his or her protection from the 
disease, but also helps to make 
it less likely the illness will be 
spread between children. 

“Please do respond when 
you are contacted by your 
doctor’s surgery asking for you 
to bring your children in for 
vaccination.” 

This age group has been 
identified as the next priority 
group for the vaccine because 
higher numbers have been 
admitted to hospital after 
falling ill with swine flu.

Burglary a 
as village ‘ 


priority for police 
acks confidence’ 


BURGLARY and criminal 
damage need tackling in 
Linton.

Police have taken the 
following steps to resolve 
these issues:

■ Young people involved 
in anti-social behaviour 
have been identified and 
focused on during patrol 
work. 

■ Positive engagement 
with Linton Village 
College.

Funding provides patients 
with single sex facilities 


PATIENTS being treated at 
West Suffolk Hospital are 
now benefiting from 
separate bathroom facilities 
for men and women.

£566,000 from the

rooms and disabled toilets. 

Work on the project, 
which began in June and 
spanned the emergency 
admissions unit, coronary 
care unit and wards G3, F4, 
F7 and F8, are now 
complete. 

The project was designed 
to improve every patients’ 
experience by ensuring they 
can enjoy high standards of 
privacy and dignity during 
their stay. 

“Many of our wards 
already had separate 
washing facilities for male 
and female patients,” said 
Nichole Day, executive chief 
nurse with the trust. 

“This funding allowed us 


to extend that single sex 
accommodation further 
across the hospital. 

“We want to make sure 
that every patient who uses 
West Suffolk Hospital has 
the best possible experi¬ 
ence, and a key element of 
that is ensuring that their 
privacy and dignity is 
respected at all times. 

“We are delighted that the 
work has been completed to 
such a high standard.” 

Single sex bays already 
operated across the hospital 
before the work took place, 
which meant that different 
genders do not share the 
same bay.

I rang them and they sent out 
claim forms. I filled them in and 
had to get two estimates for the 
damage. 

They dragged their heels, so I 
had to keep ringing them, but 
still no joy. 

I rang and rang and then they 
told me my claim had been sent 
to an outside contractor as they 
were inundated with claims. 

Then out of the blue, I got a letter 
from their insurers stating that 
under subsection blah blah blah 
this road is checked regularly- 
yeah yeah!! 

From my understanding and 
from what I heard from the 
county council, there is no 
appeal policy and what they say 
sticks. I am £500 out of pocket. 
They misled me from the first 
phone call I made. 

I asked them to provide me with 
statistics on how many claims 
were paid out in and around 
Haverhill under the Freedom of 
Information Act... nothing. 

So be warned - it’s a waste of 
time pursuing a claim in my 
opinion.

Ambulance crews clean 
up act after criticism 


AMBULANCE staff across the eastern 
region have cleaned up their act after a 
health watchdog criticised their “dirty” 
vehicles. 

The East of England Ambulance Service, 
which operates paramedic services in the region, 
came under fire in October after the Care Quality 
Commission (CQC) said poor levels of 
cleanliness could put patients at risk of 
infection. 

The watchdog said vehicles at seven of the 
ambulance service’s 100 stations visited in unan¬ 
nounced checks were “dirty” and seats “grimy”. 

It said the service had “breached the 
regulation to protect patients, workers and 
others from the risks of acquiring a healthcare- 
associated infection”. 

But recent spot checks revealed the service

had sorted its cleanliness problems after 
ordering a review of its infection prevention 
measures. 

Dr Scott Turner, one of the service’s joint 
medical directors, said: “We took the initial 
inspection report extremely seriously as the 
safety of our patients and staff is an absolute 
priority to us. 

“We were already doing a lot of work in 
relation to infection prevention and control 
(IPC) but the CQC highlighted where more had 
to be done. 

“The return visit made by the CQC last month 
has reflected our ability to address these require¬ 


ments and recommendations in the fight against 
the spread of infection. 

“I must commend our staff in their work to 
ensure this was being implemented.” 

He added: “The support and enthusiasm right 
across the trust has meant we have been able to 
make such a dramatic turn- around.” 

Actions taken by the trust included implemen¬ 
tation of tougher infection control measures, the 
inclusion of clinical staff to help measure 
infection prevention, the purchase of new clean¬ 
ing materials and detergent wipes and greater 
promotion of infection control among staff. 

Dr Turner added: “Ensuring consistent high 
standards of cleanliness is a challenge - but we 
will continue driving up our infection control 
standards to keep IPC high on the agenda so that 
it’s part of every day practice for staff.” 
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Owners taken 
to court over 
abandoned cars 


MOTORISTS thinking 
of abandoning their 
cars in the Haverhill 
area should think 
again. 

St Edmundsbury Bor¬ 
ough Council has success¬ 
fully prosecuted seven 
cases of abandoning a 
motor vehicle in the last 
six months. 

In the most recent case, 
Jolene Noland was 
summoned to attend Bury 
St Edmunds Magistrates 
Court but pleaded guilty 
by post to the offence of 
abandoning her vehicle, 
which was parked at the 
rear of her property in 
Beetons Way, Bury St 
Edmunds. 

During July, 2009, the 
council made several 
attempts to contact her 
both in person and by 
post. 

The vehicle had a notice 
placed on it and was later 
removed to a safe storage 
facility.

It was not claimed and 
after 14 days was des¬ 
troyed. 

A fixed penalty notice 
was then issued but 
remained unpaid. 

The court issued a fine 
of £150, a £15 victim sur¬ 
charge and awarded the 
council costs of £500. 

Although the trend is for 
fewer abandoned vehicles, 
the council investigated 
324 reports of apparently 
abandoned vehicles 
during 2008/09, 113 of 
which were removed. 

Once removed, the 
vehicle’s registered owner 
faces a recovery charge of 
£150 plus a storage charge 
of £20 per day. 

A fixed penalty notice of 
£200 is issued if the 
vehicle remains un¬ 
claimed. 

If this notice is not paid 
then the registered owner 


of the vehicle can be taken 
to court. 

Cllr Peter Stevens, St 
Edmundsbury Borough 
Council cabinet member 
for the environment, said: 
“There are a number of 
services available which 
means no one should have 
to abandon a vehicle. 

“The council charges 
£45 for its collection 
service and there are 
many others widely 
advertised, some of which 
may be free or even pay 
for the vehicle. 

“It is important to check 
that the service you 
choose is registered as a 
waste carrier and will be 
scrapping the vehicle at an 
approved location.” 

Anyone wishing to 
report an abandoned 
vehicle or fly tipping in the 
borough should contact 
the St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council’s Waste 
Management Service on 
(01284) 757325.

Help at hand to halt repossession 


HAVERHILL Citizens Advice 
Bureau this month outlines 
what steps homeowners 
can take to keep a roof over 
their heads if financial 
trouble strikes.

A: Recently, my husband 
lost his job, and only has 
redundancy money for 
three months. I only have a 
part-time job which would 
not cover the cost of the 
mortgage. Is there anything 
I can do to make sure we 
don’t default on our loan 
and face repossession? 

A: Facing the prospect of 
repossession can be 
frightening, but losing your 
home is not the inevitable 
outcome of financial 
difficulties. Since January, a 
number of different 
Government schemes have 
been introduced to prevent it 
happening, such as 
Homeowner Mortgage 
Support, and for the most 
vulnerable households 
facing the immediate threat 
of repossession, there may 
be the potential option of the 
Mortgage Rescue Scheme. 
Firstly, it’s really important to 


get advice, no matter what 
stage you are at. If you think 
you are going to have 
problems paying the 
mortgage, contact your 
lender or visit your local CAB 
to talk through options of 
maximising your income - 
perhaps claiming support 
for mortgage interest or 
renegotiating affordable 
payments for a period. 

Under the government’s 
mortgage protocol, lenders 
are obliged to assist and 
make all reasonable 
attempts to help borrowers 
find a way through a difficult 


patch. 

You should make your 
mortgage your top priority. If 
you have other unsecured 
loans, creditors or 
catalogues you might have 
to pay less towards them to 
make sure you can meet 
your mortgage payment. Get 
in touch with everyone you 
owe money to and let them 
know what’s going on. You 
should also claim all the 
benefits and tax credits 
you’re entitled to. This might 
take some time so while you 
are doing it keep in touch 
with your mortgage lender 


so they know what you are 
doing. If you need help ask- 
that’s what you local CAB is 
there for. 

It is important to remember 
that lenders should show 
that they have exhausted 
every possible option before 
applying for a possession 
order. Even on the day of a 
possession hearing, there 
are things that can be done 
- around four in five 
repossessions can still be 
stopped if the households 
attend court and access free 
advice. To find out if your 
court has such a duty desk 
scheme go to www.nhas. 
org.uk 

Finally, remember that 
concerned homeowners can 
get free, impartial advice 
from their local CAB, www. 
adviceguide.org, or from 
www. direct, gov. uk/mortgage 
help, or the National 
Debtline’s advisors on 0808 
808 4000.

The Suffolk Drug and Alcohol 
Team is alerting people about the 
risks in dabbling with these sub¬ 
stances, which although called legal 
highs, have not been endorsed by 
the government or the NHS.

“It is important to remember that 
these chemicals have not been test¬ 
ed on anything, so by taking them, 
you are taking an experimental 
substance.

“We also want to warn people that 
everyone reacts differently to these 
chemicals and just because you took 
the same substance last week, it 
doesn’t mean you will get the same 
effect this week, or that if your mate 
took it, you will have the same 
reaction as them. 

“Another point to remember is 
that just because the packaging 
looks good, the name sounds cool or 
the person you are buying it from 
seems to be offering you some 
advice, does not make these chem¬ 
icals safe.”

JANUARY: 

Fears were raised that 
Haverhill was being left 
without adequate medical 
cover after Cllr Margaret 
Marks was told the 
Haverhill ambulance was 
being moved to stand-by 
in Cambridge. 

Frozen food giant Iceland 
confirmed plans to open a 
new branch in the former 
Woolworths store in 
Haverhill. The store was 
one of 51 empty 
Woolworths premises 
bought by Iceland, which 
company bosses 
predicted would create 
2,500 new jobs across the 
country. 

Almost 500 workers were 
faced with redundancy 
when food company Vion 
Food Group announced 
its plans to close the 
abattoir and butchery at 
its Little Wratting pork 
processing site in 
Haverhill. 

FEBRUARY: 

Haverhill Town Council 
announced plans to give

The 
money was used to 
provide care for Haverhill 
patients in their own 
home, saving them the 
trip to the hospice in Bury 
St Edmunds. 

A new report identified St 
Edmundsbury as the rural 
area with the eighth best 
quality of life in the 
country, a result backed 
by Haverhill mayor Les 
Ager as a tribute to the 
town’s community spirit.

Jacqueline 
Gehring paid £3,600 from 
majorette groups into her 
bank account and 
received a suspended 
sentence. 

Widow May Prior was left 
distraught after receiving 
a letter addressed to her 
late husband Laurence 
offering him life insurance 
- despite him having 
passed away from cancer 
nearly four years earlier. 

MAY: 

Grandfather Michael 
Murphy was given a 
suspended jail sentence 
and ordered to pay £2,500 
compensation to a 13- 
year-old girl he punched 
and pushed against a wall.

Work on a new £1.95 
million football stadium 
for Haverhill Rovers FC 
began with a turf-cutting 
ceremony. Cllr lohn 
Griffiths and club 
president Terry McGerty 
did the honours in front of 
supporters and young 
players. 

The revamped Haverhill 
bus station came into 
criticism from users who 
complained it was worse 
than the old one, with 
shelters too narrow for 
buggies or wheelchairs. 
One resident called the 
overhaul an 

“embarrassment” to the 
council, who said it would 
investigate. Suffolk County 
Council later announced it 
would look at making 
changes. 

A man from Marlborough 
Court, Haverhill, was jailed 
for 16 months for stabbing 
a man twice in the back 
after goading him into a 
fight outside a town centre 
pub. The attack by Daniel 
Maney caused Gary Auger 
to miss work and lose 
£3,000 in earnings. 


Three heroic police officers 
saved a suicidal woman’s 
life by clinging on to her 
for 30 minutes as she tried 
to throw herself off a 
bridge. The 19-year-old 
climbed over the railings of 
the footbridge above 
Wratting Road but was 
rescued by Pcs Kelly 
Waggett, Matthew Dale, 
and Christopher Strahm. 

OCTOBER: 

Funding from family baker 
Warburtons meant pupils 
of Castle Hill School were 
able to eat their lunches al 
fresco. The outdoor 
healthy eating picnic area 
was made possible by a 
£400 donation to the 
school, which also began 
educating children on the 
nutritional value of their 
meals. 

Local dancer Zoe Evans, 

12, of Falcon Close, won an 
audition from more than 
20,000 applications to 
appear on the new Sky 
One ‘Just Dance’ talent 
competition, appearing in 
front of celebrity judges 
including Davina McCall 
and Ashley Banjo from 
Diversity. 

The devastated parents of 
Haverhill man, Mark 
Porter, spoke of their grief 
after he drowned while 
swimming on holiday in 
the Spanish resort of Salou. 
A vicar’s son was sent to 
prison after his own lawyer 
said custody was the best 
hope for him to beat drugs. 
Timothy Finn, 21, was 
sentenced to 12 weeks in 
jail for several offences 
including carrying a knife 
in a children’s playground. 

NOVEMBER: 

Plans to move Haverhill’s 
Friday market into the 
High Street were met with 


concern from residents 
who feared the narrow 
Quakers Lane would be 
opened up to more traffic 
and become a rat run. 
Police officers attempting 
to break up an illegal rave 
in a disused warehouse 
were pelted with missiles 
by hostile yobs. More than 
200 people attended the 
gathering at the former 
Winmau dartboard factory 
in Homefield Road. 

People across Haverhill 
came up with creative 
ideas to raise money for 
Children in Need. Three 
brave male volunteers had 
their legs waxed at the C 
and B Beautiful salon, and 
staff wore their pyjamas to 
work and raised over £300 
for the appeal.

A S far as I’m 
concerned, this 
time of year 
needs a healthy dose 
of panto fun. 

Luckily, Cambridge has 
one of the best pantomime 
teams I know and this 
year’s Dick Whittington 
presents another sure-fire 
hit. 

Armed with just a 
hanky on a stick, Dick 
arrives in London amid the 
worst recession since 
1492. 

Here he finds that, 
though the streets aren’t 
paved with gold, they are 
filled with friendly faces 
and pretty girls - including 
Alice, the beautiful trainee 
plumber. 

But the course of true 
love never did run smooth 
- especially when you 
throw in men in lipstick 
and the odd power-hungry 
rat - and Dick must prove 
his virtue before winning 
the hand of his fair - yet 
practical-minded - 
maiden. 

Like all good pantos, 
Dick Whittington is filled 
with laughs on all levels. 
And thanks to the winning 
comedy formula of Brad 


Fitt and Matt Crosby I was 
just as tickled by the 
falling over and water-in- 
the-face gags as I was by 
the shameless double¬ 
entendres. 

The night’s audience 
seemed particularly 
rowdy, picking up on 
jokes that I suspect 
weren’t necessarily 
intended. 

That’s one of the great 


things about panto - the 
crowd has just as big a 
role as the cast, giving 
the entertainment a real 
organic, unpredictable 
edge. 

Congratulations go to 
Ruth in the stalls, who 
handled being picked on 
at various points 
throughout the show with 
good grace, not to 
mention Alexander - 8 


going on 22 - who stole 
the song-sheet scene 
with a detailed rendition 
of his Christmas list that 
no-one was expecting. 

As ever, we were 
treated to some 
fabulously outlandish 
costumes, plenty of 
song-and-dance numbers 
and several spectacular 
sets. 

The energy and effort 


behind this show comes 
out in each performance, 
inevitably infecting the 
audience to create that 
magical panto vibe.

JOSEPH and the Amazing Technicolor 
Dream coat was a bit of a revelation for 
me. 

Sure -1 knew the story from the 
Bible but what the good book missed 
out, and what the genius of Tim Rice 
and Andrew Lloyd Webber added, was 
glitz, glamour, Elvis and, in this 
production, inflatable sheep. 

The singing was excellent with star 
Craig Chalmers producing a faultless 
performance. Tara Bethan as the 
narrator belted out a strong 
performance and Stephen Webb was a 
charismatic Pharaoh (Elvis) - though 
his jump-suited impression was 
somewhat dampened by the acoustics 
of the Corn Exchange which made 
much of his performance 
incomprehensible. Sadly - because he 
sounded brilliant. 

If there’s one criticism it’s that the 
show has become, by all accounts of 
those who’ve seen other versions in 


the West End, a bit simplified and rests 
too heavily on the shoulders of the 
main character. What you don’t get is 
the crucial relationship between 
Joseph and Benjamin as all the 
limelight shines on Chalmers. That 
loss of depth is a regret for adults 
watching the show. OK - and one other 
small niggle is Chalmers’ tan ... a tad 
orange with a hint of autumn shades 
which doesn’t really help in the prison 
scenes when he’s supposed to be 
stuffed in a dungeon. 

But - the whinges are only on 
reflection as the powerful talent on 
stage and rip-roaring production 
certainly got everyone moving and I’d 
give the whole thing 9 out of 10.

Grow beautiful flowers 
with minimum of fuss 


Y ou can bag a 
potted bargain 
now if you look in 
the shops - and if you 
want something that 
can last for years with 
the minimum of fuss, it’s 
worth choosing an 
orchid. 

Many people are put off by 
the cost, but I’ve seen large, 
exotic-looking moth orchids 
(Phalaenopsis) in shades of 
pink and cream reduced from 
£9.99 to under a fiver in my 
local Marks & Spencer, and 
I’m informed that many 
branches across the country 
have the same offer while 
stocks last. 

Perhaps orchids are not 
traditionally the plant 
associated with the festive 
season, but their long, arching 
stems bearing sprays of 
beautifully marked, delicate- 
looking flowers look great in 
both modern and traditional 
settings. 

Moth orchids are widely 
grown and well-suited to life 
indoors, requiring a minimum 
temperature of 16C. I bought 
one in Ikea and kept it on an

airy kitchen windowsill, where 
it flowered for four months 
until it finally needed a rest in 
November. 

These plants don’t have a 
yearly cycle of producing 
flowers, and can develop 
flower spikes at any time. Cool 
nights are important, so allow 
a dip of a few degrees. 

Once they’ve finished 
blooming, cut the flowered 
stems back to just above a 
joint, two up from the base, 
using a pair of sharp 
secateurs. It should draw up 
another spike within a few 
weeks, although mine didn’t 
show any signs of life for 
several months until a new 
branch appeared, producing a 
string of beautiful blooms. 

Their rambling roots spread 
across the surface of the pot 


and out, searching for 
nutrients. The roots contain 
chlorophyll and therefore 
produce energy from light, so 
grow the plants in clear pots - 
it’s also a good way to see if 
the roots are wet or dry. 

Trends are changing as 
people start to shy away from 
the big, showy flowers to the 
more dainty, subtle and 
smaller-flowered types. 

Slipper orchids 
(Paphiopedilums), trendy in 
Victorian times with their 
waxy leaves and lip-shaped 
pouch at the front of the 
flower, are again becoming 
popular. The flowers are 
usually long-lasting and can 
remain in bloom for months. 

Some people have veered 
away from orchids in the past, 
fearing they may need a lot of 
maintenance. But these 
elegant plants, which 
originate from South-East 
Asia, are actually tough old 
birds which don’t like too 
much fuss. 

It’s generally overwatering 
that kills them, and they are 
becoming easier to grow as 
nurseries bring out new 
varieties. Most hybrids come 
from hot, humid forests and 
like a warm, tropical climate. 


It’s a myth that they must be 
shaded, because they do well 
on windowsills and flower 
more freely if given some sun. 
However, it’s best to keep 
them out of direct sunshine in 
the summer - and don’t make 
the mistake of moving them 
from somewhere very shaded 
into direct sunlight, or they 
will suffer leaf scorch. 

Some orchid-lovers mist the 
plants regularly, but they 
really don’t need to. 

Orchids should just be 
watered once a week by 
immersing the pot into a bowl 
of tepid water until it’s moist 
all through. Then lift the pot 
out and sit it on a draining 
board for a few minutes before 
putting it back into its 
permanent pot. 

The plant should be allowed 
to dry out between watering. 

Use a half-strength liquid 
feed for orchids. Add it each 
time you water the plant, 
which you need to do more 
frequently in summer. 

Moth orchids should be 
repotted about once a year - 
you can buy specific compost 
for orchids from garden 
centres. It’s expensive, but 
worth it as it has the right mix 
of nutrients.

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i-MIEV sets 


THE Mitsubishi i-MiEV 
this month became the 
first zero emissions fully 
electric city car to be 
used on the government 
funded Technology 
Strategy Board user 
trials. 

It has a top speed of 
81mph, a range of 100 miles 
and can be trickle charged 
from flat to full in seven 
hours at any UK three-pin 
socket - costing under £1 for 
a full charge. In addition the 
i-MiEV can be fast-charged 
from flat to 80 per cent in 
just 30 minutes using the 
quick charger. 

Genichiro Nishina, presi¬ 
dent and CEO of Mitsubishi 
Motors Europe, said: 
“Mitsubishi Motors takes an 
holistic approach to 
environmental and 

sustainability issues at every 
stage of the vehicle’s design, 
production and in-service 
lifecycle. The i-MiEV is the 
most prominent element of 
our basket of environmental 
solutions, which makes the 
prospect of ultra-low carbon 
transport a present-day 
reality.” 

Endorsing the programme 
as an i-MIEV driver in the 
trials, Quentin Willson, said: 
“These first EVs that go on 
the Technology Strategy 
Board’s trial mark the start 
of a seismic shift in the sort 
of cars we drive and how we 
power them. 


“The Mitsubishi i-MiEV is 
a forerunner of a trans¬ 
port revolution that 
eventually will change the 
world. At last here’s an 
electric car that doesn’t look 
like a church pew, seats four, 
does 80mph and costs less 
than a quid to charge. What 
is there not to love?” 

This is the first stage of a 
Government-supported UK¬ 
wide project to trial electric 
and ultra low emission 
vehicles - and begins in the 
West Midlands today. The 
keys to 25 Mitsubishi i- 
MiEVs (Mitsubishi 

innovative Electric Vehicle) 
will be given to independent 
drivers - including 
automotive expert Quentin 
Willson - to test over the 
next 12 months by the 
CABLED (Coventry and 
Birmingham Low Emission 
Vehicle Demonstrators) 
consortium in Centenary 
Square, Birmingham. 

The CABLED consortium 
will manage the project after 
being confirmed in fune as 
one of eight successful 
teams in the £25 million 
Technology Strategy Board 
Ultra Low Emission Vehicle 
Demonstrator Competition. 
The consortium brings 
together the expertise of 13 
West Midlands-based 
organisations within the 
engineering, automotive 
manufacturing, academic, 
public and infrastructure 
sectors, and is led by global 


electric standard 


engineering consultancy 
Arup. 

The project is worth £15 
million and will trial 110 
vehicles on the roads of 
Birmingham and Coventry. 
UK-wide, 340 vehicles are 
being tested using funding 
from the Technology 
Strategy Board. As well as 
being die largest, CABLED is 
the first consortium to begin 
vehicle trials and has 
recently gained further 
public backing thanks to 
£2.5 million funding 
awarded by Advantage West 
Midlands (a regional 
development agency). 

Neil Butcher, Arup’s 
project leader of the 
CABLED consortium said: 
“Less than 1 per cent of the 
vehicles registered every 
year in the UK are electric 
and most of these are 
currently used in London. 
We think that by 2020, low 
carbon cars will be 
commercially viable, and it’s 
important that we start to 
understand the public’s 
reaction and provide the 
necessary infrastructure to 
prepare for this. 

“Today’s launch is a land¬ 
mark occasion for the UK 
automotive industry, and 
this project will begin to exa¬ 
mine the points where the 
vehicles meet the built en¬ 
vironment - energy gener¬ 
ation, battery charging and 
driver behaviour. This is an 
important first step on our 


roads to a low-carbon 
future.” 

Drivers selected for the 
trials of the Mitsubishi i- 
MiEV and 85 other vehicles 
were chosen through an 
application process led by 
Coventry University. The 
other five manufacturers 
that will roll out vehicles in 
2010 include: 

■ Smart ed x 40 electric cars 

■ Tata Indica x 25 electric car 

■ Microcab x 10 Hydrogen 
fuel cell powered vehicles 

■ Land Rover Range_e x 5 
plug in hybrid vehicles 

■ LTI x 5 electric taxis 

Martyn Mangan, auto¬ 
motive cluster manager for 
Advantage West Midlands, 
said: “The West Midlands is 
expertly positioned to co¬ 
ordinate these trials, as 
home to the UK’s largest 
regional automotive indus¬ 
try and around 60 per cent of 
our annual industry research 
and development is com¬ 
missioned here. 

“CABLED is also a shining 
example of the West Mid¬ 
lands’ advanced capabilities 
in manufacturing, engineer¬ 
ing and infrastructure. It will 
play a key role in the wider 
availability of low emission 
vehicles on the UK roads, 
and Advantage West Mid¬ 
lands is fully committed to 
its development.” 

The consortium also 
benefits from a firm com¬ 
mitment to developing the 
necessary infrastructure to

co-ordinate the trials from 
E.ON, Birmingham City 
Council and Coventry City 
Council, who will provide 
electrical charging points for 
vehicles across the two cities 
as well as access to the 
University of Birmingham’s 
hydrogen refuelling station. 
During the trials, Aston 
University will be analysing 
and reporting its con¬ 
clusions from the data 
generated by the vehicles. 

Iain Gray, chief executive 
of the Technology Strategy 
Board, said: “We created the 
Low Carbon Vehicle Demon¬ 
strator competition to act as 
a catalyst for industry, the 
public sector and academia 
to collaborate to provide low 
emission vehicles and 
solutions to powering them. 

“The journey towards low 
carbon transport will not be 
easy, but the demonstrator 
programme is the biggest 
project of its kind to date 
and is a major step in the 
right direction.”
